A Melbourne correspondent of the London Times 
gives the following interesting account of the Chinese 
in Australia: 

It may seem perhaps curious to the old English 
community that we sljpuld have any misgivings on 
such a subject; that an industrious, sober, and intel¬ 
ligent people like the Chinese can be other than a 
benefit to a young community whose principle want 
is labor. But then, inasmuch as we know nothing of 
the language of the Chinese, and only communicate 
with them through interpreters, and as they seem to 
be an easy-going sort of heathens, who bring out 
their little brass images of Buddha as unceremonious¬ 
ly as little girls air their dolls, we know little of their 
moral or social habits, and can only guess at their 
religion. It is objected to them that they are consid¬ 
erable liars and thieves; but then lying and theiving 
are practices not unknown among the superior Euro¬ 
pean races. At times I have been inclined to suspect 
that the Chinese are much the same sort of human 
stuff as their critics, the difference, as usual, befog 
almost entirely in habit and ^education ; but, then, 
how much is implied in that ? One thing, however, 
seems certain—tbat were the Chinese at home what 
some of our artists love to paint them, 350,000,000 of 
such people could never exist as a nation at all, could 
never bo capable of political government, or refrain 
from falling upon and consuming each other like 
350,000,000 of peculiarly wild beasts from the face of 
the earth. 

“ But be the Chinese what they may be, we have 
now some thirty thousand of them among us,” con¬ 
tinue our objectors, “ and we have something else to 
do than to be educating and reeducating these people, 
and therefore the shortest and the simplest way is to 
shut them out.” To this it is frequently answered, 

“ that it is wonderful how quickly a Chinaman un¬ 
learns his own habits and acquires ours,” and this,or 
rather the latter part of this assertion, for what it is 
worth, is very true. They easily adapt themselves 
to new circumstances, and are hampered by few pre¬ 
judices. More enthusiastic converts from their rice 
and rats, and such small deer, to beef and mutton 
and bacon and fowls, cannot be. They are as open 
lo conviction upon more important matters. Not un- 
frequently they intermarry with our own country¬ 
women, and I have several times known very pretty 
girls accept Chinese husbands. On every occasion of 
this kind, to avoid the scandal of the girl marrying 
a heathen, the intended bridegroom is hustled into 
baptism, and then triumphed over as a convein: tu1 
Christianity, lie never even attempts to show cause 
against this kind of rule, as it pleases the lady’s 
friends and causes him not the slightest inconvenience. 
He afterward becomes the most obedient of hus¬ 
bands to his (literally) better half. 

Our Chinese are large brained, well grown, active, 
and acute. They are good gardeners, bricklayers, 
•blacksmiths, fishermen, shepherds, etc. They are 
fond of the coaching business, and many of them 
become accomplished whips behind a “ four-in-hand.” 
As diggers they are stolid, persevering workers, and 
frequently they make a good living and save money 
by working ground which has been abandoned by 
Europeans. There are in their character some seem¬ 
ing contradictions, which would probably disappear 
could we become better acquainted with them. Thus, 
although they are passionately addicted to games of 
chance, their imaginations are less affected than those 
of our own people by reports of “ new rushes.” From 
the manner in which they run away from their dying 
they seem to have a peculiar horror of death, and 
yet suicides are very common among them, and al¬ 
most always by hanging.

A Dissenter’s Deputation to George IV.—^I was 
one of the ministers of the three denominations, Pres¬ 
byterian, Baptist, and Independent, who proceeded to 
Carlton Place, Pall Mall, with an address of congrat¬ 
ulation to the Prince-regent on his accession to the 
throne as George the Fourth. We were a motley 
grpup, of various'dimensions,-dresses, and appear¬ 
ance. We advanced in a somewhat confused manner 
through a long room, with noblemen in waiting on 
each side, like statues, to the King, who was seated 
on a low throne at the further end. He was lusty, 
pappy, an^ pale, in a kind of uniform, and a cocked 
hat, which on our approach, he took off with inimi¬ 
table gracefulness. Dr. Rees, our senior, a Presby¬ 
terian and a fine-looking man, read the address. 
The King’s air of supineness had given way to a
